And the best established orsanl^^atlon, 
though their efficiency may keep them long- 
er at war work, sliould be able to reconvert 
nnd reRaln their positions moro easily than 
the less efficient factories with a Iiead start. 

The new reconversion proRram Is not goinR 
to produce any appreciable amount of con- 
sumer goods Immediately. And It Isn't a cure- 
nil [or the hard work and shortopos ahead. 
But the preparation now should help to pre- 
vent unemployment and cliaos later. 

As Senator Truman of Ml.ssourl said of the 
plan: "The time for dlscu.sslon Is past, and 
there is no satisfactory aUcrniitlvc for action, 
A start now will provide experience which 
may save many months wlien the rush of re- 
conversion bCRliis."
